G.S.R. 493(E)*— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential Commodities 
Act, 1955, (10 of 1955), and in pursuance of sub-clause (2) of clause 9 of the Edible Oils 
Packaging (Regulation) Order, 1998, die Central Government hereby specifies the following 
manner for taking die sample of edible oil by die Edible Oils Commissioner and Inspecting 
Officer for examination from any place where edible oil is packed, stored or sold, namely 

(a) die sample for analyses may be taken in the presence of a person incharge of the 
premises; 
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(b) the Soiiiple shall be made into three parts, each part to be tilled in separate, clean, dry 
bottle or jar or in any other suitable container which shall be closed tightly to 
prevent leakage, evaporation or entrance of moisture and each container shall be 
marked and sealed. The approximate quantity of the sample in each part may be 250 
gms. Signature or thumb impression of the person incharge shall be taken; 


(c) one part of the sample shall be delivered to the person incharge in whose presence 
die sample has been drawn; 

(d) one out of the remaining two parts of the sample shall be sent for analysis to a 
laboratory of the concerned State Government or a laboratory authorised for die 
purpose by the Edible Oils Commissioner; 


(e) the third part of the sample shall be retained for production before the Court in case 
of any dispute or need for further analysis at the Laboratory of the Directorate of 
Vanaspad, Vegetable Oils and Fats authorised for the purpose by die Edible Oils 
Commissioner, 


(f) the laboratory shall give a report to the Edible Oils Commissioner or any officer or 
authority of the Central Govemment/State Government authorised in this behalf by 

the Edible Oils Commissioner, as the case may be, of the results of analysis of the 
sample sent to it for examination.
